provethe greateſt Schiſme of all, thus to-divide ones 
ſelfe fromall the Chriftian world. For although theſe * 
holy Fathers differed for a while amongſt themſelves 
about the time, yet they all agreed againſt youabont the 
thing it ſelfe, andnot, only the Orthodoxe but the ve 
Hereticks of thoſe crimes kept an -Eaſter. . Not fo muc 
as the Novatians (who called themſelves Cathart rhe 
Pucicans of the Primitive Church) but an Eaſter they. 
had, though they- were very indifferent about the time 
of keeping..it, And the whole Chriſtian worldever 
fince hath duely obſerved the keeping of Eaſter. But 
youtakenonotice ofthis, only.. your care.is to. excuſe 
thoſc Fathers the beſt youcan, And you can find bur 
this one way to doe it, That we charitably ſuppoſe that all 
partir did what they did out of. conſcience, « thing which 

efell them through the ignorance of their gnideryfer I will 
not ſay thraugh their malice, aud that \ through the juſt 
| judgement of God, becauſe through ſloath and blind obedi- 
ence, men examined notthe things which they were taug bt, 
bat like beaſts of burthen patiently couched downe, and in-

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With ſome Animadverſions; | ft 
differently underwent what ſever their ſuperiors leidapon 
them, 

Doe you call this anexcufation,and not ratheranhea- 
vy cenſure and accuſation both ot Prieft and People in 
thoſe purer times: For whata diſhonour isthis to the 
Paſtors ard Prelates then, that they who lived ſo neare 
the Apoſtles ſhould be ſuch ignorantguides? Nay what 
a diſparagement is ittothe very Apoſtles themſelves, 
thatthey ſhould choofe ſuch ignorant guides,that could 


inſtru the people no better. For ſome of theſe you. 


ſpeak of,certainly werethe immediate ſucceſſors of the 

poſtles themſelves. They have been accounted hi. 
therto men,notonly of conſciencebut of learning,know- 
ing and underſtanding, pious and devout men, in many 
of them the gift of doing miracles ſtill remained, I can- 
not with patience ſpeak againſt this imputation. 


But you are as bold with the _— accuſing them - 


of loath andblind obedience, and to be beaſts of burthen, be= 
cauſe they did not examine what they were taught, 

Whereasthis good people had well learned,that they 
ſhould not, they could not be. wiſerthen their teachers, 
and they had Len newly-taught from St Pauls own 
mouth, that they were te obey thoſe that had tbe rule over 
them, and ſubmit themſelves, Which was not a blind 
but a wiſe diſcreet holy and dutitull obedience, _ 

But you it ſcems will teach the peopleanother leſſon, 
to-wit,to guide their guides, And they are now apt C- 
nough tolcarne it. For.they beginto practiſe it paces:

ay plainly ſee the danger of our appeale to antiquity for 
roſalation Bo points K faith, and how ſmall 
reliefe we areto expett from thence, For if the diſcretion 


of the chiefe#t gujdes of the Church, aid inapoint ſo _

all, ſoinconfiderable, ſo mainely faile them as not to ſeethe 
truth, &rc, , 

But you build toolarge a ſtruture upon ſuch a ſandy 
foundation, For here the diſcretion of the chiefeſt 
_ of the Church did not failethem\,as you imagine: 

they conſtantly kept their own ſeverall cuſtomes in 


loyc andcharity, and therefore without Schiſme, till_ 


Victor would needs take too much upon him , whereas 
thewhole buſineſſe was afterwards ſctled inthat famous 
 Councell of NJce, 2 | 
Sothar here is no overſight of any truth, as I 'con- 
ceive, unlefle,as you intimare before, the truthis , they 
ſhould have keptno Eafter at all: and thenas you ſay, it 
was moſt unneceſſary and moſt vaineto ſtrive about the 
time of keeping it. But ſuch a truth asthis, the Chriſti. 
an world hath not yet embraced, neither doe I know 
when it will. Sothatfor ought yer appeares, ( unleſle 
you bring berter reaſonagainitthem) we may take good 
direions from antiquity in the reſoſution of our mo- 
derne controverſies: and we may for allthisexamine the 
- queſtion on foot,by the doRrine of thoſe purer times, 
and Heroick ſpirits, although you are pleaſed to terme 
them poore ſpirited perſons. Which to mee ſeemetha very 
ſtrangeappellation, was S. Ambreſea poore ſpirited per. 
{on, who durſt excommunicate that great Emperour 
 Theodoſims,and forbid him to enter into the Church? 
Was S.Chriſoitome a poor ſpirited. perſon , who did 
- preachagainft Ewdoxiathe Empreſle,and valiantly ſuffe. 
redbaniſhment foric? Was S. Athanaſixs either, a poor 
ſpirited perfon who durſt ſtand outeven againſt all the 
World, as it is ſtoried of him, Athayaſius againſt the 
world, endthe world agatnſt Athanaſius? Orwere any of 
thoſe Fathers poor ſpirited perſons, whodid couragt-

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With ſame Avimadverſionsi. 
ouſly ſuffer martyrdome forthe teſtimony of Chriſte 
Can you nameany oneauthor auncient or moderne,that 
hath ſo called oreftecmed ofthem? If nor, thenir is but 


thus with you. ' The Fathers are poor ſpirited perſons, be- 
cauſe 1 ſay ſo, who am animo defecato.__ I ED 
_ Neither are you yet conſtantto your, ſ{clfe in'this af-. 


ſertion, for although here you call them poor ſpiriced: 
perſons, yet afterwards you doeinefteR unſay it, where 
you ſo much approve of what Socrates obſerveth of 
them, that they were the great diſturbers of the Chriſti. 
an world. Doe poore fpirited perſans uſe to make ſuch 
hucly burlics? Pardon me, (ay you, know not what temp. 
tationdrew thu note from me, 

And it you would pardon me, I could give a great 
eueſfe at'the rempration. T feare iris a temptation of 
pride and fingularity, thus to trample upon thoſe aunci-

ent worrhies, the berter to make way for ſome kind of

The next Sehi/me which had in itmatrerof fat, is that ofthe 
D ouaiſt, who was perſwaded(at leaſt prerended oY thatir was 
imiawfall toconverſe or communicate in holy duties with men 
ſtained with any notorious ſine, for how foever, thar Ayf2n doe” 
ſpecific only the Therificatiand Traditores and Libellatics,@fc. 
as it he ſeparated only from-thoſe, whom he found to be ſuch, 
yet by neceffiry proportion, he muſt referre to all notorious ſin- 
ners, upon'thishe' raught thar in all places, where goud and bad 
were mixttogerher, there could be nv Church byreafon of Pol- 
lution, evaporating asit were from ſinners, which. blaſted righ- 
teoas perſons, who converſed withthem, and made all unclean 
on this ground, ſeparating himſelfe from all thathe lift to ſuſpe&, 
he gave ont, thatthe Church was no where to be. found be in 
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him, and his Affociates, as being the only men among whom 
wicked perſons found no ſhelter, and by conſequence the only 
cltearcandunpolluted company, and thereforethe only Church, 
Againſt this Saint A»geſtine laid downe this Concluſion, Ynira. 
' rem Eccleſia per totum Mundum diſperſe propter nonnullorum pec= 
cata non eſſe deſerendam, which is indeed the whole ſumme. of 
that Fathers diſputation agamſt the Doxati/ts, Now in one part 
of this Controverſy, one thing is very remarkable. The truth 
was there, where it was, by meer chance, and might have been 
oncither (ide, the reaſon brought by either party notwithſtand. 
ing, for though it were De fatto falſe, that pars Donati ſhut up 
in Africke was the only Othodox party, yet it might be true,not- 
withſtanding any thing Saint A»gu#zne brings toconfute it; and 
on.the contrary, though it were de fafo true, that the part of 
Chriſtians diſperſed over the whole Earth were Orthodox, yet 
it might havebeen falſe, notwithſtanding any thing Saint Avg. 
ftine brings to confirme it. For where, or amongſt whom, or 
how many the Church ſhall be,or is, isa thing indifferent, it may 
be imany number more or lefle, it may be in any Place , Country 
or Nation, it maybe inall, and for ought I know, it maybe 
In none, without any prejudice to the definition of a Church, or 
the truth of the Goſpell , North orSonrh, many or few , di- 
ſperſed in many places, or confined toone : None of theſe doe 
cither prove or diſprove a Church. I 
Now this Sch;/zve, and likewiſe that former, to a wiſe man 
that well underſtands the matter jn Cantroverſic, may afford 
perchance matter of pitty, to {ce men ſo ſtrangely diſtraſted up- 
on fancy, but ofdoubtor trouble what to doe, it can yeeld none; 
for though in this Sch;/ve the Doratift be the Schiſmarick, and 
in the former, both partiesbeequally ingaged inthe Schi/me; yet 
you may ſafely upon your occaſions communicate with cither, 
flo be youflatter neither in their Schi/me: For why might nor 
it be lawtull to goe to Ehurch with the Donatiſt , or to cele- 
brate Eaſter with the Quartodeciman, it occafion lo require? 
ſince neither Nature, nor Religion, nor Reaſon doth ſuggeſt any 
thing of momentto the contrary? For in all publique meetings 
+ vane, holinefle, ſo there be nothing done, but what truce 
cyotion and piety brooke;why may not I be preſentin _

and uſe communication with them;Nay, what if thoſe towhom 
the execution of cgi rye jsconjmitted, doe ſome- 
thing either unſeemly or ſuſpitious, or peradventure unlawful?

þerſtirious? whatit. the geſture ofadoration be uſed rothe Altus; 
as gow we haye learn'd to ſpeak? what, if the. Howiliſt, have 
preached, ordelivered anydoAtine of the truth, af.rhe which 
we are not well perſwaded?a thing which very often falls out: 
yet for all this we may not ſeparate, except we be conſtrained 
perſonally tobearea part in them ourſelves; The Prieſts andet 
£ly had ſo ill demeaned themſclves aboutrhe daily faerifice, that 
the Scripture tells us, they-made them toſtink, yet rhe People 
reftiſed got to come tothe Tabernacle, nor-to bring their Sacri> 
ficero the Prieſt , for in thoſe Schi/ſmes which concerne fat, nos 
thing can be a juſt cauſe of refuſing of Communion, bur only to 
require the excecutionof ſome anlaw full or ſuſpeRed aR;z for not 
only inrcaſon, bur in religion too, that maxime admits of no re- 
leaſc,cantifſimicuinſd, Preceprum qued anbitas ne feceris ; Jong it 
was ere the Church fe}] upo Schi/ave,up0 thisoccafion,though of 
late ithath had very manygfor until the ſcoond Councell of Nico, 
in which concilcable,Superttition and Ignorance did conſpire, I 
fay,enrill the Rour did ſer up Image-worlhip,there was not any 
remarkable Schiſmve upon Juſt occaſion of fat , all the reſt of 
Schiſmerofthat kinde were but wantens, this wastruly ſerious;

Fourthly, you-tali foule apon S. Auſtin in particular, 
who, I may boldly ſay, hath deſerved as well of the 
Chriſtian' world as any one man ſince the Apoſtles, 
times, And if this were my opinion alone, I ſhould 
ſuſpeRir, but I appealc herein to the generallapplauſe 
thelearned have of him. 

The truthwas, (ay you, #nS. Auſtins fide againſt the 
Donaiſt , but by meer chance. For the Donatift might 
have been the only Orthodoxe party, for any thing S. Au- 
ſtin brings to confute it, end the other party might not 
havebeen Orthodoxe, for any thing S, Auſtin brings to- 
confirme it. 

Then which,whatcould have been ſpoken more de. 
rogatory to ſo famous, learned and renowned a Father? 
As if his arguments were ſo flightand filly, both to de- 

. fend himfclfe and offend his adverſary , that they are 

not worththe reading or regarding , but are as much,as 
if he had ſaid nothing atall. Whereas it is well known 
and confeſſed , thatalthoughthis good farther was re- 
nowned for many things, yethis maſter peece dotha 
pearein his Polemicks, who, to the admiration of the 
World hitherto,is accounted ro have acutely fubtly, 8 
ſoundly confuted allthofc Hereticks and Schilmaticks 
he wrote againſt; and therefore delervedly tiled Mal- 
lens hereticorum, the mauler of the hereticks. 

Now he muſt becſteemed a filly man, and to have 

- ſaid nothing againſt them. You ſhould doc well , now 

you havethus accuſed him, to ſet downe and make it 

appeareuntothe world, that his arguments both offen. 

ſive anddefenfive againſtthe Donaciſt, are ſoſlight = 
4 wea 
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weake as you would makeus believe. ' There be fome 
chat will defend him , and maintaine*that this Father 
hath proved againſt the Donarift by irrefragable argu» 
mencs. drawn out of Scripture,thatthe Church ot Chriſt 
neither then was, nor ever hall. be, drawa 'into ſfucha 
narrow compaſle, as yov and they imagine. + 

l would aske youthis queſtion. It S. 41»fiz hathgi- 
ven you ſo little ſatisfation againſt the Donatiſt, how 

doe you know, burthat the Donatiſt may be ze fads in 
the right, and S, 4»ſtin inthe wrong's for it ſeems by 
you, it was but hap' hazard, which way it would goe. 1 
would therefore willingly learne the way you take to 
diſcerne whichiof thele two waies is the right; for it 
{cems you have learne nothing by S. Auſtin. 

But me thinks you goea ſtrange way to worke toſa 
the Church may be in none, without avy prejudice to t 
definition of theChnrch or the truth of the Goſpel. 

I would willingly know how you define a Church, 
which hall conſiſt of none, and whether this be not 
moſt derogatory tothe truth ofthe Goſpell, that Chriſt 
ſhould have a Church which is in none, that is,as I con» 
ceiveirt, ſhould have no Church at all., For although it 
pleaſeth Gqd to remove- his Candleſtick from; one 
Country toanother, and that his Church ſhould be like 
the Moon, ſometimes in the full, and ſometimes in the 
waine; yetthat it ſhould beurterly eclipſed , and quite 
vaniſh away,direaly crofleththe ptrophefies of the old 
Teſtament, and the promiſes of the new,

And methinks the greateſt pitty ofall is, that fome of

contreoues ſy; had not-lived intheir-times,to have r 
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- fied them; add pur theſe fanciesout of their heads; But 
-I know nat whether it be notche greateſt fancy of all, 
.tothink our ſelves fo wiſe, and them ſo phantaſticall. 
But you eaſily reſolve the donbt, and think it lawfull to 
goe to Church with the Donatiit , or to celebrate; Eaſter 
with the Quertodeciman, ſo you flatter neither in their 
Schiſme end there be nothing done but what true devati. 
0 and piety will brooks. 
; + But how canthis be? for your joyning with them in 
theireuRomeand communion, muſt needs,if not flatter, 
yer,much harten and encourage them in' their Schitme, 
Beſides you givea great {candall and offcace tothe. Or. 
thodox party,and make themjuſtly ſo ſuſpe@, that be- 
cauſe you thus joynewiththem intheir publique com- 
munion, that you tayour, at the leaſt diſlike not, their 
private opinion. Thus then to ſcandalize yout brethren;

But that I may a little conſider of the two heads,T but now 
ſpecified, the firſt I mentioned was the pluralit of Biſhopy in 
one Sea. For the generallpractiſe of the Church, ſince the be- 
ginning, at leaſt ſince the originall of Epiſcopacy, as now it is, 
was never toadmitat once more than one Biſhop in one Sea, 
and fo far jn this point have they beencarcfu]l to preſerve unity, 
that they would not have a Biſhop in his Sea ro have two Cathe- 
drali Churches, which thing lately brought us a book out of 
France De monogammia Epiſcoporum, written by occaſion of the 
Biſhop of Lergres :who,l know not upon what fancy, could not 
be content with one Cathedrall Church in his Dioceſle but 
would needs have two , which to the Author of that Work 
ſeemes tv bea kind of Spiritual] Polygamy; it fell out among(t 
the Ancients very often, ſometimes upon occaſion of diffcrence 
in opinions, ſometimes becauſe of thoſe who were mtercſſed in 
the choice of Biſhops; that two and ſometimes more were ſet 
up, and all parties ſtriving to maintaine their owne Biſhop, 
made themſelves ſeveral] Churches , ſeverall Congregations, 
each refuſing to participate withnothers, & many times proceed» 
ing to matuall excommunications; that is that which Cyprian 
cals Erigere eAltare contraeAltare,to this doth he impute the 
original} of all Church diſorders, and if you read him, you wovld 
thinke he thonght no other Charch. tumulr to be Schi/wme but 
this.

It is very true indeed, we ſhall read of many uproares: 
and much bloudſhed abour. the cleRion of ſome Biſh- 
ops, for which you cannot ſo much accuſe the Biſhops: 
as the factious, turious, and unruly multitude, who. ea- 


_ gerly purſuetheir ſeveralihumors, and are violently; 


carryedinto extreames. And theretore forthe cure of 
this miſchicfe, the order and power of Biſhops was not 
taken away,but the choice ofthem, you know, was taken, 
from the giddy multitude and tranſlated unto.the nomi- 
nation and e|cion of temporall Princes.

For when, ſaith he,the common-wealth was thus 
toſled upand downe with troubles and editions with fa- 
Rions and diviſions:the eſtate ofthe Churchand chiet- 
eſt Church-men & 2 ny ooum3sia; as it were by a certaine 
kinae of Sympathy,could notchuſe but beinfected with 
the ſame ifeaſe: 
Befides, ſuppoſe ſome Biſhops then were fattious 
and ambitions, you ſhould confiderthat this concern- 
eth' the perſons of Biſhops, nottheir calling, though 
F thinke you might have ſpared both. Now what a vul- 
gar and illogicall way is this, through the ſides of any 
mans perſon to wound his very calling. And had our 
great writer of Biſhops lives been as 'carefullro lay toge- 
cher all that makes for them, as he hath been induſtrious 
ro rake together all that makes againſt them, he might 
have made his volumes ſwell twiſe as bigg.
